An address by Bishop Edwin S. Lines 
of Newark, N. J., in which he warned 
the church against becoming identified 
with “privilege’’ and said that radical 
Preachers are the prophets of the future, 
was the feature of this morning’s dis- 
cussion of the report of the Social! Serv- 
ice Commission of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, in a joint session of the 
Church’s general convention in Moolah 
Temple.

3 Strong Language Used. 

“Some of our clergy, in times of great 
industrial strife, use very strong lan- 
guage, and some of us are shocked. But 
these men are prophets of the new social 
crder, and the prophetic fervor has al- 
Ways expressed “itself in strong lan- 
Guage. They are a little ahead of the 
Procession, but they are leading the way 
which we must all eventually take. 

“In every parish there are persons who 
need a better chance. It is a great mis- 
fortune to put the fortunes of the 
church up to the privileged people. In 
tindingthe fortunes of the Church of 
England with privilege, that church's 
hold on the great body of the unprivi- 
leged has been lost. 

“A Bishop of the Church of England 
told me, not long ago, that now the 

~ privileged people have lost their interest 
ia the church, and that the urprivileged 
were long ago lost through the lack of 
it‘erest shown in them by the Church 
¢ /Engiand. That is why the Church of 

/ngiand is now so. weak.” 

He said that measures are to be found 
Nn every legislative body which the 
church, without going into politics, 
ehould support... Among these he men- 
tioned temperance, prison reform and 
child labor measures and laws regulat- 
ing the working hours of women and 
girls. 

Bishop Brewster of Connecticut, tak- 
ing part in the discussion of the same 
report, said, “Shame on us as a church 
if we fail to be always on the side of 
social justice!’’ 

‘The Joint Commission on Social Serv- 
ice, in its report, expressed the belief 
tnat the entire social scheme and order 
will have to be reconstructed, to abo'ish 
poverty. 

Housing conditions, recreation, vice 
and crime were set forth as factors that 
must be considered in any program of 
relief. f 

Report on Labor Unions 

Signs are apparent, the report said, 
that employers and capitalists are unit- 
ing more closely to resist further as- 
Saults by organized labor. It is appar- 
ent, however, the report added, that a 
policy of repression will no more put 
down industrial wars than a similar pol- 
icy would control smallpox or other ep!- 
demics. 

The report considered trade unionism 
in detail and ‘said that strikes, lockouts 
and industrial disputes result from ef- 
forts of labor to make the best terms 
possible with the employers under the 
present capitalistic system, which, said 
the report, the trade unionists accept as 
the basis of industrial life. 

In recent years, continued the report, 
the trade union movement has been dis- 
Credited In the eyes of many, by its ap- 
parently increasing tendency to violence. 
A common criticism of the union labor 
movement, it was stated, is that its 
leaders abuse their power and play petty 
politics.

Buck’s Stove and Range Co, Employes 
Declare Working Clothes 
Were Damp. 

About 1530 molders employed in _  ttie 
Buck’s Stove and Range Co.’s plant at 
3300 North Second street walked out this 
morning, demanding proper heating of 
their dressing room in the plant. 

According to the strikers, the failure 
of the company to keep a man in at- 
tendance on the stove in their dressing 
room at night has forced them the lasc 
few mornings to don working clothes 
still damp from the perspiration of the 
previous day. 

When the men appeared at the plent 
this morning through the cold and 
snow and found there was no fire in 
the stove and the clothing hung about 
their room damp and soggy, they 
walked out. They informed Supt. Be-k 
that they would not return until =s- 
sured that a fire would be maintained 
in the dressing room and the clothing 
properly dried each night. Supt. Beck 
said the trouble arose because of the 
tardiness of a man employed to keep 
the stove going.

Whether the boy was killed immedi- 
ately after being kidnaped or was 
held four days is one of the points 
which the East St. Louis police have 
not determined. ‘ 

If the boy was held for ransom it 
is not considered probable that he 
was killed as late as Oct. 8, a# his 
father, A. D. Magarian, offered a re- 
ward of $2000 for his return alive Oct. 
6, two days after the disappearance. 
This would have given the abductors 
time to return the boy and receive 
the money before Oct. 8. 

Those who think the boy was killed 
séon after his abduction say the date 
or the paper may indicate only the 
time which elapsed between the mur- 
der and the hiding of the head. 

The body, which was found last Fri- 
day on a city dump, a mile from the 
place where the head was hidden, was 
wrapped in papers issued more thana 
year ago. 

The head, tike the body, was hidden 
on a city dump. The spot where it 
was found is near Twenty-fourth 
street and St. Louis avenue. Andrew 
Gallyo of 2412 Cleveland avenue was 
hunting for bricks on the dump when 
he found the head, It had been coy- 
ered with rubbish. 

Coroner Renner made a post-mortem 
examination of the head yesterday after- 
noon and came to the conclusion that 
the boy’s throat was first cut, and that 
he was beheaded later. It was believed 
at first that the skull was fractured, but 
this proved untrue.

MAN CHASES WILSON AUTO

Was Touring City. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 20.—President 
Wilson and W. J. Bryan, former Secre- 
tary of State, met here today for the 
first time The President 
stopped at Pittsburg for an hour and a 
half on the way from Chicago to Long 
Pranch, N. J., and Mr. Bryan came 
here on the way to speak in the district 
of Representative W. W. Bailey of 
Johnstown, Pa. 

As soon as the President arrived at 
the station the former Secretary of 
Ftate entered Mr. Wilson’s private car 
and the twe shook hands. <A: large 
crowd outside witnessed the meeting. 
‘The men were together only a moment 
or two, when they left the car. . 

The appearance of Mr. Bryan caused 
in five minutes’ delay in an automobile 
tour of Pittsburg, arranged for the 
President. Automobiles for the Presi- 
dent’s party were awaiting outside the 
station and President and Mrs. Wilson 
immediately entered one of them. Mr. 
Bryan had been held back by the crowd 
Other members of the President’s party 
got in the second and third automobiles. 

Seeing that Mr. Bryan had not been 
taken care of, Secretary Tumulty 
stopped the short automobile parade, 
just as it was getting under way. He 
ran forword and talked briefly with the 
President, and then ran back and talked 
with Mr. Bryan. The former Secretary 
of State, who left the President’s Cab- 
inet becuuse of differences over foreign 
policies, said he preferred not to. dis- 
arrange the plans and he and Secretary 
Tumulty got in another automobile to- 
gether. = 

The President and the other members 
of the party, including Mr. Bryan left 
on an hour and a half ride through the 
parks and the downtown section of 
Pittsburg. 

When the President and Mr. Bryan 
Qmet each smiled as they shook hands. 
Mr. Bryan said that he would ride on 
the President’s train for a short dis- 
tance, in order to get into Mr. Bailey's 
congressional district. 

During the automobile ride in the 
city the President was greeted at sev- 
eral places by school children waving 
American flags. 

Bryan returned to the President's 
train a few minutes before Wilson. 
“Where is Bryan?’ asked the President 
when he arrived. The two sat and 
talked in the President's private car. 

On the ride the President lost his hat 
and the automobile was stopped while a 
secret service man recovered it. A man, 
apparently a workman with a‘ bag of 
tools, jumped on the running board of 
the automobile, but was knocked off by 
a secret service man. The man chased 
the President’s conveyance for a block 
before he was arrested by local de- 
tectives.

Meyers was kept in court until 
5 o’clock, when, after refusal to pay a 
fine, or to permit friends to pay for 
him, he was committed to jail. 

Meyers had a good meal before going 
to jail, so he did not partake of the 
evening jail food. He had clean sheets 
on his bed and this morning ‘he liked 
the coffee and bread which constituted 
the prison menu. 

When being taken to jafl Meyers said 
he had been treated unfairly and that 
consequently h@ preferred being locked 
up to paying the fine. 

“T am not thin-skinned and can take 
my medicine,” he said.

Public Utilities Engineer Suggests 
Change West of Spring 
Avenue. 


The elevation of the tracks of the Ho- 
diamont street car line on its private 
right of way between Maple avenue and 
Spring avenue is recommended in the 
annual report of C. 8S. Butts, principal 
assistant engineer of the Public Utilities 
Department. It is part:of Public Utili- 
ties Director Hooke’s report, submitted 
today. 

Butts’ plan calls for the building of 24 
bridge stations over intersecting streets 
and the construction of concrete side- 
walks. The cost he éstimates would be 
about $600,000. 

The report recommends that the Hodla- 
mont line, when elevated, be made an 
express line to stop only at Grand ave- 
nue, Garrison avenue, Jefferson avenue, 
Enghteenth street, Twelfth street and 
only at street car intersections cast of 
Twelfth street.

He also said that 
the petition that soldiers might ‘serve 
without reproach” was asking an impos- 
sibility. It is not possible to serve with- 
out reproach in modern war, he said. 

His argument, reinforced by other 
speakers who are not Socialists, made 
such a report that the whole matter 
was referred back to the prayer book 
commission. The commission reported, 
soon afterward, fhat it would stand on 
its original proposal, and would not ac- 
cept the Melish prayer. George Whar- 
ton Pepper of Philadelphia, a leading lay 
deputy, then spoke in support of the 
commission’s decision. He said soldiers 
and sailors do not get the nation into 
trouble, but get it out of trouble. The 
deputies then voted to accept the com- 
mission’s report. . 

The racial episcopate proposal, involv- 
ing the plan to appoint negro bishops for 
negro dioceses, was defeated by the ad- 
verse action of the House of Bishops, 
ennounced yesterday. The Bishops pro- 
posed new regulations, under which suf- 
fragan Bishops may have wider powers 
than heretofore. The experiment of ap- 
pointing negro suffragan Bishops will 
probably be tried. 

Two emissaries from the Eastern Or- 
thodox Church made an Official visit 
to the convention yesterday, wearing 
their clerical cassocks and the peculiar 
headdress of their church. They were 
the Rev. Leonid J. Turkevitch, dean of 
the Russian Cathedral in East Ninety- 
seventh street, New York, and the Rev. 
Sebastian Debovitch, archimandrite of 
the Servian Catholic Orthodox Church, 
at Benld, Ill. The courtesies of the 
convention were extended to the visitors, 
who presented messages of good will to 
both houses.

FAIL TO PRESERVE 
ORDER IN ATHENS 


Get Little Aid From Government 
Forces and Turbulence Is 
Reported. 


LONDON, Oct. 20.—Extremely turbu- 
lent conditions in Athens Wednesday 
night are reported in a dispatch from 
Reuter’s correspondent at the Greex 
capital, sent that evening. -Greek re- 
servists have taken the law into their 
own hands, despite the presence of 
strong entente detachments of marines, 
who are given virtually no assistance 
by the Greek authorities in maintaining 
order, the dispatch declares. 


“Tonight,”” the message reads, “‘it is 
evident that the reservists are out of 
hand, for despite the fact that strong 
cavalry forces are escorting the French, 
and Greek marines and soldiers spread 
about everywhere, the reservists, as- 
sembled in groups, have taken the law 
into their own hands and the Greek 
force for the maintenance of order, do 
not dispose of them. 

“The chief of the French police con- 
trol has informed the editors of the anti!- 
Venizelos press, that veginning tomor- 
row the Rrench will exercise a news- 
paper censors hip and that newspapers 
printing anti-entente articles run the 
risk of suspension. 

Twenty-five officers and 600 men of 
the Athens garrison have gone over tc 
the national movement and left for Sa- 
loniki, according to an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from Athens. 

Newspapers announce, adds the mes- 
sage, that Janina, in Greek Epirus, has 
also gone over to the revolutionists 
but official confirmation of this is lack- 
ing. 

King Constantine, in an interview with 
the British Minister at thens, com- 
plained bitterly of the action of the al- 
lies in recognizing the provisional gov- 
ernment at Saloniki, according to a dis- 
patch from the Greek capital to the 
Daily Mall. .The King is said to have 
told the Minister that as the allies had 
deprived him of all power, they had bet- 
ter address their proposals to Venizelos.

Gardner, Chairman of Meeting, 
Does Not Discuss Issues, Says 
He Will Win. 


Enthusiasm for Woodrow Wilson ap- 
peared in loud applause last night at 
every mention of his name by Senator 
Oscar W. Underwood of Alabama and 
Senator James A. Reed, at the First 
Regiment Armory( Grand and Manches- 
ter avenues, at the first big Democratic 
meeting of the campaign in St. Louis. 

The armory was crowded with men 
and women, notwithstanding the repel- 
lant weather conditions. The Wilson 
Club and many ward clubs marched 
through the rain to the armory and en- 
tered the building with clothing and 
eanners drenched, but enthusiasm wun- 
checked. , 

The Missouri Woman’s Woodrow Wil- 
gon Club occupied a gallery over the 
front entrance and facing the stage. The 
women frequently ted the cheering. 

Gardner Permanent Chairman. 
Fred D. Gardner, the nominee for 

Governor, as permanent chairman of the 
meeting, announced that he would speak 
briefly and make way for the two Unit- 
ed States Senators, who would discuss 
national issues. Gardner talked for near- 
ty 2 minutes, relating several anecdotes 
which amused: the crowd, and predicting 
his ¢lection. He did mot touch upon 
State issues or mention any detail of 
what his policy in regard to 8t. Louis 
woula be. 

As this was Gardner's first appearance 
in the campaign before a St. Louis audi- 
ence, quite a number. of those who at- 
tended the meeting had expected froin 
him a discussion of State issues. 

Gardner said he was giad to see so 

many women in the audience. 

“It looks like they want to vote,” he 

’ gaid. “‘You know a number of years 
ago I married a South St. Louis girl 
and since then [ have been compelled 
to say everywhere that St. Louis 
women are the most beautiful women 
in the world.

He discussed the diplomatic situation 
regarding Germany, and in taking issue 
with the Louisville statement of Hughes 
that he would have severed diplomatic 
relations with Germany immediatei; 
after .the sinking of the Lusitania, de- 
clared that President Wilson by diplo- 
macy had accomplished all that a suc- 
cessful war against Germany could 
have accomplished. 

He said that Germany had in every 
instance admitted that it was wrong and 
had agreed to cease the practices. to 
which this country objected.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.~Authorization 
was given today by Lieutenant-Colone! 
Squier, chief of the aviation section of 
the army signal corps, for the complete 
equipment of two additional aero squad- 
rons for the regular army. When the 
material, costing about $800,000 for each 
squadron, has been delivered at San 
Antonio, Tex., the regular army flying 
service will have been ‘tripled. 
Orders for enlistment of 14,391 men for 
the new squadrons have gone out and 
the selection of officers is being consid- 
ered. 
The squadrons will be organized by 
Maj. Benjamin D. Foulois, commander 
of the First Aero Squadron, who has 
been detached to visit aero manufac- 
turing plants. 
{ Each squadron will have 12 aeroplanes 
of type’ required by regulations just 
compiled. It will have in addition 25 | 
motor trucks, one seven-passenger auto- 
mobile, seven motor cycles, (0 spare mo- 
tors, materials for the construction and 
repair of 12 hangars, and equipment of 
tools, spare parts and repair material 
estimated to be sufficient. for six 
months’ maintenance; complete outfit 
for photographic observation, full medi- 
cal supplies, 12 Lewis machine guns and 
the rifles, pistols and shotguns included 
in the equipment of an army aeroplane, 
with the necessary ammunition. 

The aviation service has ordered more 
than 200 aeroplanes, of various types 
within the last two weeks and a board 
of officers is now examining bids. Of- 
ficers are concerned over the fact that 
the industry appears to be swamped by 
army requirements; The quickest deliv- 
ery that can’ be obtained apparently is 
60 days for the first machines. Officers 
are making a study of available sites 
for aviation schools.

uation. ‘The Chinese,’ he. said, ‘have 
all the big laundries and all the big 
gardens; the French have all the big 
dry goods stores; the Germans have ali 
the big hardware stores: the Amer- 
icans and English have all the big rail- 
ways and all the big mines: and the 
Spaniards have all the big tracts of 
land.’ ‘But what have the Mexicans 
got?’ asked the brother. ‘Oh, the Mex- 
icans have all the big ‘Viva Mexico!’ It 
is too true.”’ 

One must sympathize, Bishop A ‘es 
said, with the idea of ‘‘Mexico for the 
Mexicans,”” which he said was one of 
the chief objectives of the revolution- 
ary movement started by Madero, an} 
still being carried on by Carranza. 

He summed wp the objectives of the 
revolution as : (1) gaining a larger con- 
trol of the country’s natural resources: 
(2) giving the pauper class, some 11,000,- 
000 peons and Indians, a free foothold 
on the soil; and (8) the establishment of 
a true democracy, by giving a full and 
free franchise to all citizens. Incidental 
to the last-named objective, he said, was 
that of breaking down “‘the supposed ad- 
verse influence and ambitions of the 
Catholic party in Mexico.”’ 


The Bishop then told of the missionary 
work for which he is responsible in Mex- 
ico, ‘and which includes 18 English- 
speaking congregations. This part -f 
the work was said to be in a state of 
suspense, owing to the “exodus of Amer- 
icans.’" The native field, embracing 
some 36 congregations, 10 schools, a hos- 
pital and other institutional work, was 
described as continuing under difficull 
conditions. In telling of St. Andrew’s 
School and Farm, near Guadalajara, he 
related that five visits of armed bandits 
to the school have occurred since last 
December. He then told of the House 
of Hope Hospital, at Nopala, State of 
Hidalgo, which is the church's only at- 
tempt at medical mission work in Mex- 
ico. 


SEATING ARRANGEMENTS FOR

Grave defects in the seating arrange- 
ments of the Coliseum marred the Epis- 
copal Church Pageant, which had iis 
second and final presentation last night.

Max Nordau has been writing on the captivities 
of war. He admits that progress has been made 
since the time whén war prisoners were slaugh- 
tered in hecatombs at the command of victorious 
Captains and Kings or sold as slaves. Still he 
thinks that civilization is inclined to exaggerate 
the amount of progress made. Without actually 
being starved or abused, prisoners of war lead 
somber, often wretched lives. In the present war 
thousands of prisoners are forced to work for 
their captors. This may serve some good pur- 
poses. The exercise of mind and body is per- 
haps to be preferred to the demoralization of total 
idleness. But, after all, asks Mr. Nordau, what 
is this but slavery?—a temporary slavery, but 
one that may impose as much humiliation and 
hardship while it lasts as permanent slavery. 

That the condition of the Jews carried as cap- 
tives to the rivers of Babylon may have been 
much more tolerable than that of hundreds of 
thousands of prisoners of war forced now to labor 
for the benefit of their enemies is to be gathered 
from what M. Nordau says. 
gests a remedy. He points out that M. Dunant, 
a Swiss engineer, observing on the battlefields of 
Italy in 1859 the neglect of the wounded, or at 
least the failure to employ all possible means of 
conserving life and relieving their suffering, was 
so moved to compassion that he took the initia- 
tive that eventuated fn the splendid Red Cross 
organization. We must have a new and powerful 
organization to do for war prisoners what the Red

be gay—and the dissipated Jagdwurste! How 
they shine, as the artist-poet observes, in their 
silken skins, these triumphs of the Metzgerei, as 
seen through the delikatessen window—ebon and 
bronzg, blonde, gray, mottled and veined, all hues, 
all“sizes; long, slender, plump, crescent-shaped, 
round-barreled, egg-shaped, as. if eager to set free 
their juices and spices; and “some that gain in 
succulence hy time; others that, like the rose, 
have but their hour in which to be plucked.” As 
we contemplate them we cannot marvel that 
Frederick the Great wrote a poem to his sausage 
maker!

In a speech before the Chicago Press 
Club the President predicted the begin- 
ning of “‘a renaissance of. the sense of 
patriotic responsibility,” and urged the 
development of progressiveness. 

Speaking before a gathering of women 
later h@advocated more participation of 
women in the affairs of the nation; and 
at a meeting last night of new citizens 
he declared for a United America. 

At his every appearance the President 
was cheered by throngs which packed 
the streets during his automobile rides, 
and filled to capacity the halls in which 
he spoke. He stood constantly in his 
automobile while passing through the 
crowds, and smilingly waved his hat at 
the people on the street, and in the 
windows of buildings. 


Demonstration by New Citizens. 

A demonstration lasting more than five 
minutes greeted the President at the 
new citizens’ meeting in the Stockyards 
pavilion. Men stood on chairs and 
cheered, waving their hats. The Presi- 
dent stood and bowed again and again. 
The applause ended when a clergyman 
began an invocation. 

The preliminary speakers were con- 
stantly interrupted by shouts of “Wil- 
son! Wilson!’ When the President rose 
the crowd, led by Gov. Dunne, stood and 
cheered uproarously. 

“I come here tonight to address those 
who have newly sworn allegiance to the 
United States,’’ said the President. “But 


I realize that I cannot do it witheut 
speaking to my own conscience and to tha 
conscience of the other people of the 
nation.” He pointed out that the new 
citizens had chosen their new allegiance. 

“Within the last few months,” he said, 
“some distinctions have been drawn. A 
man or a woman who becomes a citizen 
of the United States is not expected to 
give up his or her love for the country 
of their birth. But people who come to 
this country are expected to put their 
new allegiance above every other al- 
legiance. It puts an obligation on them. 

“The future of this nation depends 
upon the self-control and loyalty of its 
citizens. Only by consclence and by 
loyalty felt in every throb of the heart 
can you become true citizens. <A free, 
self-governing people does not need to 
be watched.’”’ 

The President's address was frequent- 
ly interrupted with applause. 

“Say it again,’’ people in the crowd 
shouted often as he spoke of the need 
for loyalty. : 

“It is necessary that new citizens who 
come to this country should not live by 
themselves,” he said. “That is import- 
ing the old country here. The strength 
of a nation does not rest so much in its 
thinking as in its feeling. Outside the 
heart there is no life. You must see to 
it that you do not hold aloof. 

U. 8S. Fitted for Great Part. 

“You must remember that the United 
States has a great part to play in the 
world. Can you imagine a nation more 
fitted to play a great part? A nation 
made up out of the world should un- 
derstand the world.’’ 

He said the United States stands for 
the rights of mankind everywhere. 

“We are prepared to understand other 
nations.’”’ 

He said .the men lost at Vera Cruz 
were drawn from four different stocks. 

“T like to think that in the days to 
come America may interpret the 
thought of the world. I lke to think 
that the only things that disturbs Amer- 
ica are not things which interfere with 
her ambitions but with her sympathies, 

“T like to think that when it comes 
to the settlement of the present war we 
shall be able ‘to assist in interpreting 


“ithe needs of the future.”’ 


He added he did not mean the United 
States should have any part in deter- 
mining the terms of settlement. He 
spoke of the fact that many Americans 
are drawn from Germany, Ireland, En- 
giand, France, Italy, Spatn and many 
other nftions. 

“Let us never allow ourselves to do 
things against our ideals,”’ he continued. 
“Let us never allow ourselves to want 
a single foot of foreign territory. Let us 
stand by the little nations that need to 
be stood by. Let us show that we are 
not interested in the geography of poli- 
tics. 

“Let us show that we want no bound- 
aries to the rights of ménkind. 

“T believe in you as I would have you 
believe in America. I have not come 
here to read you a lesson, but merely to 
bid you welcome to a great partner- 
ehip.”’

And all the prob- 
leme of society are changing under our 
very eyes, and there is coming the time, 
unless I am very “gee preceatnir a 

vality of sympatay 
i gone i sith the hitherto cold 
and untouched field. When nations shall 
agree with nations that the rights of 
humanity are greater than the rights of 
sovereignty. 
New Set of Problems. 

“Therefore modern society has a new 
set of problems to meet. It has to say, 
if the employer will not voluntarily es- 
tablish the proper conditions of labor, 
the law must oblige him to establish the 
proper conditions of labor. If he will 
not voluntarily be human and fair, he 
must be obliged to be human and fair.” 

The President made complimentary 
reference to a big manufacturing com- 
pany which recently voluntarily estab- 
lished an eight-hour day without re- 
ducing pay and continued: 

“The spirit of the thing is even bet- 
ter than the thing itself. It is the recog- 
nition of their partnership as a human 
spirit with the men who are doing their 
work. 

“I am happy to say that I am not 
singular and isolated in this, because 
ali over the United States men have 
begun to have that sort of enlightened 
humanitarianism which ought to have 
been obvious from the first, that {if you 
treat a man like a man he will work for 
you with a heart as well as e hand. 

“There are several things which are 
necessary in such a society, and we 
ought to set all our thoughts and all 
our energies to accomplish these neces- 
sary things, The first thing is that the 
several elements of society should un- 
derstand one another. 

“IT have said before, and I say again, 
that one of the things that most deeply 
distressed me in the recent conference 
of the heads of the railways and their 
employes was to find that there was a 
profound mutual misunderstanding, dis- 
trust and hostility. 


“It ought not to be so. Something is 
wrong when the men who are working 
together at the same thing do not trust 
one aonther, and that wrong thing 
resta, I am profoundly convinced, upou 
ignorance; it rests upon not associating 
with each other In the kind of confer- 
ence which will enable them to under- 
stand one another. 

Definition of Politics. 

“Politics, my friends, consists of some- 
thing that you can almost express in 
the formula ‘get together.’ Try to un- 
derstand what the common task is, and 
all take part in it in the same spirit, 
because politics is nothing but a sys- 
tematic attempt to keep the law ad- 
justed to the'real facts, keep the law be- 
hind the real handsome, helpful, con- 
structive forces of society, and you 
cannot do that unless you understand 
society. You cannot understand society 
unless you understand the component 
parts, so that after all the formula, ‘get 


the first atep is for the elements of so- 
ciety to understand one another. 

“But that ts not all that is neces- 
sury. The next thing ig that the ele- 
ments of society ehould understand their 
common relationship to the society of 
which they constitute @ part. When [ 
se% some gentleman running amuck I 
am perfectly aware that they do not see 
that they are destroying the delicate 
fiber of the very thing upon which their 
business depends, namely, the social 
structure itself, and that by running 
recklessly against the interests of other 
people they are really checking the en- 
terprise which they think they are pro- 
moting? 

“If you are wrong you will get ii 
knocked out of you.and if you are right 
ig will help knock it out of other peo. 
ple. 

“What difference does it make that 
you think of a thing as a Republican 
if it is wrong? What difference does it 
make if you think of a thing as a Dem- 
ocrat if it is not true? Your being a 
Republican or a Democrat does not 
make it true. And what difference does 
a party make, or a party’s interests 
make, as compared with the interests of 
the nation ftaglf? 

Woman’s New Function. 

“Now, it occurred to me that you 
would permit me to suggest what the 
particular function of woman is fn this 
new age. Men have tried their hand at 
it and, in the opinion of a great many 
of you, have made a sad mess of it. And 
it must be obvious, if what I have al- 
ready said is true, that the functions 
that have to be determined by those who 
lead opinion have taken on an entirely 
new character. : 

“The whole spirit of the law has been 
to give leave to the strong, to give op- 
portunity to those who could dominate. 
But it seems to me that the function of 
society now has another element in it, 
and I believe that it is the element 
which women are going to supply, It is 
the element of mediation, of compre- 
hending and drawing the elements to- 
gether. Tt is the power of Sympathy, as 
contrasted with the power of contest. 

“Life is bitter only when {t is lonely. 
Life is bitter only when there does not 
seem to be any force fighting with you 
except the pitiful little force that ts 
within yourself; and if we are going to 
rally the forces of society, the great 
Sympathetic, irresistible masses of 
women are going to play a most dis- 
tinguished and leading part. And it will 
be so much more interesting contest. 
It is much more interesting to help a 
man than to hit him. 

“T take leave to say that some of the 
difficulties of our foreign relationships 
in the last two years have been due to 
the fact that it was not comprehensible 
to some foreign statesmen that the 
United States was really disinterested. 

“They had never heard of such a 
thing. And in proportion as the United 
States demonstrated to the world that 
its influence in the family of nations ts 
disinterested, it will have that part of 
power which does not come from arms, 
but comes from the great invisible pow- 
ers which well up in the human heart.” 


GETS $22,509,576 BACK TAXES 


Internal Revenue Bureau in This 
Way Pays Three Years’ Expenses. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—How the in- 

ternal revenue bureau has more than 

paid all of its expenses of the last three 
years by collecting back taxes that had 
been fraudulently evaded is detailed in 

a statement issued at the Treasury De- 

partment. The amount due under the 

frauds uncovered totaled more than $50,- 

000,000, and $22,509,576 was recovered. 

This exceeds by $2,700,000 the entire cost 

of collecting the country’s $1,908,000,000 

of internal revenue for the three years. 

Of the total recovered, $11,326,000 came 
from corporations which had evaded the 
excise tax, $5,000,000 was for evaded in- 
come taxes, $850,000 for evaded oleomar- 
carine revenues and $984,000 from com- 
promises of minor evasions.

Plans to Drop Big “‘Classics’’ 


Ten-Mile National aie i Swim, Marathon Race and In-: 
door Meet Come Under Athletic Committee’s Embargo— _ - 
“Athletics” Hope to Overthrow Plan at Election. 


HAT the Missouri Athletic Association is eager to get out of the 


business of promoting river swims, 
big indoor meets, in which out-of-town a 


marathon runs, and (perhaps) 
thletes are invited to compete, 


was admitted to the Post-Dispatch, yesterday evening, by Carl Schwartz, 


chairman of the club’s Athletic Committee. 


Schwartz, speaking for the committee, 
stated that it was their intention to drop 
the club’s minor teams, such as have 
been representing the club in %arious mu- 
nicipal and other leagues, to cut outeall 
intercity and U. 8. championships, such 
as were formerly held under the auspices 
of the club, and to abandon the mara- 
thon run and 10-mile swim, unless they 
could be revamped into local or even 
club affairs. 

“Does this mean that the M. A. A. 
will discard ali ita athjetic members? 
Mr. Schwartz was asked. 

“No, but we hope to make them over 
into na-fide members, on the same 
basis @s all the rest of us. It is our de- 
gire to promote athletics of a healthier 
sort, at the club. We want to make 
members athletic, not athletic members. 
We are opposed to the system whereby 
specialists are brought in to perform 
im our colors. We expect to build up 

athletes out of our bona-fide mem- 
rship in the course of time.” 
Slaves to Out-of-Town Stars. 

“We're tired of putting up costly 
trophies for athletes of other cities to 
win and take home. We're tired of 
——s to beg these alien athletes to 

ere and win our cups; and we're 
ai sted with having to turn over the 
cl to them and wait on them hand 
and foot, whenever the¥Y condescend to 
come here to compete,’’ was the pith of 
Mr. Schwartz's complaint when asked 
for an expression of opinion as to the 
future of the various ‘‘classics’’ which 
the club has supported for a decade or 


more. 
“The club has paid out considerable 
sums to out-of-town athletes and dined 


—— and coddled them for years. Inter- 


in the marathon race has waned 
me on and the river swim is in a similar 
condition. We no longer feel that the 
expenditure is worth while. I admit that 
things were different once. But today 
not even the members take a keen in- 
terest in those features which are among 
those the committee is seriously t inking 
ee Seansening wll PROBABLY drop,

“When I first undertook oe, duties 
ef chairman of the Athletic Commit- 
tee I was amazed to find that the club 
had teams representing it in various 
sports that neither I nor hundreds of 
other members of the club had ever 
heard of. Nobodywwent out to see 
them play and they were dead 
Seeanee. These are being lopped 


May Be Promoted. 


“Will the indoor athletic meet be 
dropped?” Mr. Schwarts was asked. 


“There is a chance that this will be 


retained ih some form. I admit it 
was a great sight at the Coliseum, 
last year. I think the club ought 
each year to sponsor, free, as its con- 
tribution to athletic upbuilding, one 
indoor and one outdoor track event 


along big lines. 

“For the rest, what we hope for 
mainly ts to get our own members to 
use the splendid athletic equipment 
ut up in this club for their benefit. 
fr we pack the gymnasium, pool and 
courts with ‘athletic’ representatives, 
they interfere with those who have 
actually paid heavy initiation and 
dues—men who are frequently barred 
from using the privileges of the club, 
when the ‘teams’ are practicing.” 

“Has the club taken action indors- 
ing this view?’ Mr. Schwartz was 
asked. 

“No action is necessary. The com- 
mittee has full authority to take such 
steps as it sees fit in the matter. We 
believe we are acting as the majority 
of members would have us do.” 

“But there seems.to be complaint 
against the abolishing of the athletic 
phase of the institution,” it was sug- 
gested. 

“There ts NO abolition of athletics 
at this club. We merely wish to be 
represented by bona-fide members 
and not straw men brought in from 
the outside to compete in our name in 
exchange for practically free use of 
the privileges of the club. We believe 
athletics will have a healthy and per- 
manent growth under our system, 
which it surely cannot have under 
the old plan.”
